Tlie False Stop 

On the (itli Jnnu.iry, Mr. DeCJosmoa nn- 
nounoed that it was the policy o£ his ud- 
ministrntioii to make a "strong govern- 
ment" by Clouting a new portfolio nnJ in- 
oroaBing the number ofMinistors to scjveii. 
Wo did not hositiite to denoiinco siieh a 
step, ami wo endoavored to point out tlin 
ill con50(iuotices likoly to How from it. 
On the 4th Jan., anticipating tlira Minie- 
terinl projframiuo, the Now Wcstniinstor 
Herald, while, in a meuamo ju.stifying tlio 
creation of n fourth ijortfolio, possibly for 
local reasons, expressed an opinion agiiin.st 
the proposed increase of Ministers in the 
following liinguago:— "As for tho other 
matter — incroaiiiug the nunibor of Jliuifi- 
ters to si.x. or sovcn — wo do not sco thut it 
Ih nucossiiry or adviHable. Indeed, wo 
should be uioro in favor of cutting down 
the total to four. Any increase would, 
we fear, disturb the balance of power; 
and however desirable it may be to have 
a strong Government, it is not de.siraljlo 
to make it so strong as to wonkon iu any 
degree tho chock iniposod l)y it.s rosjxjn- 
sibility to tho people, by rendering that 
responsibility loss real and less felt. ' 
These words are true. They aro logical; 
and they ue entitled to all tho more 
weight and consideration ' from the fact 
that they are tho words of an organ of tho 
present Jlinistry, and therefore, fren from 
the possible suspieiou of anytliiui-,' 1 ike ])o- 
litical or party bias. And what s;iith the 
Sentinel, standing on the iuountains of the 
great interior to guard tho politic^al rights 
and protect the interests of the people V 
This is what it says: — 

"Tho House is to be consulted nn flie 
advisability of in<-reasing tho numl>er of 
Ministers witliout, however, involving 
any expense to the country. Wo trust 
the House will .'sternly refuse to sauetion 
anything of the kind. ' Another portfolio ! 
of conrse to satisfy the ambitions longing 
of some friend of the Administration, or 
to buy the support of aomo factious ojtpo- 
nent. An utter absurdity — it is surely 
not necessary to conduct tiio busiiu^ss of 
tho country that one-fourth of the mem- 
bers of the Legislative body should be in 
the Executive Council. Who is tlio gen- 
tleman whose advice iuthe Council is so 
all important that it is necessary to create 
a special portfolio for him ? If this be as 
strong an Administration as we chiim it 
o bo, we prefer it as it is, rather than nu- 
mericallj- stronger and iutollectuiiUy 
weaker." 

Could anything possibly be more pro- 
nonnced against the policy of the Govern- 
ment than this ? And, hero again, let it 

be borno in mind that these are the words 
of an organ of the present Ministry. The 
conchi.sioii is inevitable. Either the good 
sense of tho Mainland is opposed to tho 
policy of the Government in thi.s re3p<ict 
or else the jness — the Government organs 
—on the Mainland do not truly indicate 
public oijiniou. But there are collateral 
proofs that tiieso journals do truly indi- 
cate public; ouiniou, on this jioint at any 
rate. Frcuu the various Districts conies 
information leaving no room to doubt that 
public opinion is being roused against the 
too successful attempt of tho in esoTit Min- 
istry to build up a numerically strung 
Government by weakening the ]iower of 
the iieople. Nor is ])ublic opinion diti'er- 
eut on Vancouver Island. On all hands 
intelligence reachos us uf popular di.siip- 
probatioii; and if there could be an ap- 
peal hail to ijoople, thore is little room to 
doubt that those members who raised their 
voices and their hands in favor of creat- 
ing a "bloated Cabinet" would bo tauplit 
a salutary lesson. And, how roiild it bo 
otherwise ? The people of iirilish (_'(iluiii- 
bia are not fools. They understand per- 
fectly that to [ihice seven, or even 
six out of tho twenty-live incniliers 
in tho Cabinet is to paralyze tho jjopular 
will and open the flood-gates of oilrava- 
gance and corruption. Why. such ))o\vcr 
would be dangerous in tho hands of guod 
men. How j..uch moru in the hands of 
uiiHcrupulous ])oliticians,wlio have hIiuxvh 
such a roailiiu'ss to give the lie to .'lH their 
past profi-ssious and betray their political 
friends in order to grasp power and pelf '! 
Betrenchmenfc indeed ! It now turn.t out 
that the retronchment policy of tho ])ro- 
sont government has been a more euttin.g 
oil' the tail in order to augiiKUit tht; he;id 
robbing Peter to pay Paul. The Premier 
stated that thirty ofticialb had been dis- 
pensed with. Alboit what has become of 
the money saved by the cutting off of 
these thirty ? Certainly it is not available 
for much needed ])ublic improvements. 
A "peo[i'c's government," indeedl Tin' 
people are h'ft to woi-1; out their own muI- 
vution, while .Ministcrsare chielly oL-ciij)ii'd 
in fortifyiugtheuiselves acainst tli(! |n'o;ilc. 
Tho settlers aro left to atruggki tliniugli 
trackless forests and swim uubridged j 
streams, while Ministers are intent niion 
"feathering their own nests." It would I 
bo strangi'. indeed, if tho ]ico|ile wcri' 
tamely to submit to such t |-e;il meiit iis 
this, uih ler I hi'" hypocritical guise nf i i' 
form. .Mlnsioii hos beon inadi- Im ihr 
meagre, the inadequate apprnpi ial nui:, ' 
for public improvements. Look at edii- i 
cation. It apiiears that the Superinton- j 
dent of Education estimated that sixty [ 
thousand dollars would lie nec(;ssary for 
the priisent year, .some liftiiiui thousand of < 
whicii would be required ior ari-e.-irs and 
for the ostablishuKMit of a ciMitral hoard- 
ing school at ivamloopii. Tho tiovern- 
jiieiit could spare but forty thou.Hand.thus 
leaving loss than thirty thousand for tlio 
ordiiiar_v, eurront-working of tho school 
uysteni. The rc^sult is a cry from eviwy 
school district of tiio imuhspiaey of apinn- 
priatiouH. Lint what of that J>ettortha( 
the intoUoct of tho ,voung shouhl be starv- 
ed than that thoro hIiouIiI boannnKu'ically 
weak ;\Iinislry. Is not sidf-prestu'vat ion 
the (irst law <(f human nature y .And are 
not Ministers human ? AVliy, then, should 
it be thought a strange fhi'u,' that tliis 
"people's Govornment " should be found 
fortifying itself iu oflico at the public e.\- 
ponso ? Its lirst duty is to itself ; uud thi> 
country afterwards. Seven Ministers and 
seven portfolios; and then may tho pi m .pic 
pr.ay, "fr(Jiii Itesponsibhi (roverument 
good lord (loli»vor us." No, tlioy cannot 
do that; for Rosponsiblo Goveruuiout will 
be dead— rfearf/

2fr> Bulkley and the Groversi- 
ment. 

ViOTOBiA, Fob. 15th, 1873. 
Editoii Colonist ; — In to-day's issue of 
the Dailii ,S7(i)ii/((/v/ ajjpears a leader head- 
ed ''Coinpensaliou to Mr. Bulkley," in 
which tho action of tho ijresent Govern- 
ment, in regard to tho lato Chief Engi- 
neer is ox[)lained and sought to be justi- 
fied. In tho lirst place tho private viow.s 
of tho ditVoront nieinbers of the E.Keciitivf! 
Council aro divulged, and it is admitted 
that a majority wore in favor of carrying 
out the agreement in its integrity; but 
strango to say, instoiul of the majority of 
the Council deciding the matter, the mi- 
nority — conlrary to all precedent- -so far 
carried their jioint as to efl'oct an appi>al 
to tho Logi.slativo department of the 
Governmont. Now sir, this, to say the 
least of it, was an extraordinary procc(.>d- 
ing. It wa& simply an attempt on tho 
part of tho Executive tt shirk the respim- 
sibilit.v of dealing with a disagreeable 
subject, although it was one b(donging 
purely, simply and soley to their De- 
partment; and one, also, that they alone; 
could i.io-ssibly be in a jiosition to deal 
with in an intelligent manner. How 
oould tho members of tho Legislative As- 
sembly, simjily by talking the matter over 
in an e.\eited manner, with party feelings 
and personal oiiposition to the Govern- 
ment mixed up with the subject, bo ex- 
pected to determine in a satiaf uotorj* mau- 
n(;r an intricate question involving points 
of law, and reiiuiring careful examina- 
tion and close investigation? The matter 
has evidently occupied tho .attention of 
the ( iovenini(;nt some wooks before they 
admitted themselves unalile to deal with 
it, inasmmdi as we lind tlicy made a con- 
ditional tender of tho amount claimed to 
Mr. Bulkley, a fortnight before the iteua 
canio before tho House. If then after 
weeks of attention, witii every facility 
for enquiring jiarticulnrly and mlnutel}- 
into the matter, with time and op])ortuni- 
ty to examine Mr. liiilkley jiersoiially, 
with power to ccuupel him to give an ac- 
count of his stowardship during tho time 
ho had been in tho service of tho Govern- 
ment, in short with every thing to assist 
them in maturing their judgment tboy 
had been unable to agree upon what course 
to porsuo in re,gard to tho matter; by 
what cousre of reasoning has the Premier 
arrived at tho conclusion that the Legis- 
lative Assembly could better decide the 
matter I confess I am at a loss to under- 
stand. 

This however is all somewhat beside 
tho ipiestion I wish more particularly to 

refer t.i, which is this: The Premier in 
the leader already referred to — assumes 
that the matter has been "disjiosiHl of in 
a \va,v satisfact(U-y to tho people's ro])re- 
sentatives." Now, Sir, I take exception 
to this assumption, and contend that tho 
question of compensation to Mr. Bulkley 
was not disposed of at all, either satisfuc- 
tiu'ily or otherwise. The Premier's un- 
paralelled ryder to the item was (;ertaiiily 
I ilisposed of as it ought to bo, but the real 
; question between Mr. Bulkley and the 
Government remains as it wsis; and for tho 
]u-oper setflcmont of tho matter in dispute 
the tiovernmcnt are still responsible to 
tin; people's representatives. If, as the 
Premier Htat(;d in the House, tho Govern- 
ment are in possession of appalling fa(;ts 
<laniaging in tlii;ir nature to j\Ir. Ihilkley's 
claims, the ]ii iiple will'recpiire that those 
facts shall be used to the vi;ry utmost con- 
sistent with honor and justice to jirevont 
the country's nioiiey bemg paid where it 
is unnecessary, or not strictly due. 

Tho (iovernment have deferred tlie pay- 
ment of the claim a fortnight sinci' it bc- 
eaiue ap}jaruiitly due, and this may be ta- 
ken as primd/iicic ovidenec that wliat the 
Premier stated was to some exti;nt at least 
correct. If it be so, he may rest assured 
that the vote on his amendment in the 
House will not relievo him and his col- 
leagues in ofhiM! of tlu.'ir responsibility to 
deal with the ipe-slinii .still, strictly and 
pui'i'ly on i t ^ merits.
